British and French officials, was 
received by King Leopold III of 
Belgium and visited outposts along 
the Belgian-French 
frontier.

Americans this last week 


have had their first real 
scare of the war. It came 
from the British defeats in 
Norway. 
Those 
failures 


made millions of us realize 
suddenly that 
the 
Allies, 


with whom our sympathy 
is mostly engaged and who 
seem to be our first line of 
defense against autocracy, 
might not win. And if the 
dictatorships 
should 
win, 


•what then? We began to 
feel a little uncertain about 
ourselves, 
and 
somewhat 


lonely in a big, menacing 
world. 
We may pull ourselves 


out of that mood, with an 
Allied victory or two, but 
facts remain facts. Allied 
victory is not at all cer- 
tain. Allied resources are 
not unlimited. Expert ob- 
servers say that the allied

haps till the end of next 
year. Then, if the war is 
not won, they will need 
credit for further supplies.

The setting up of air and sub- 
marine bases among the islands 
and irregular points of land which 
jut out from the jaggered Dutch 
coast between thc mouths of the 
Lek, Waal, and Scheldt rivers, not 
only -would permit of a heavy on- 
slaught on the allied blockade and 
commercial 
shipping,

I assume from the attention the 
Nazi high command Is paying to 
the Liege-Maastricht district at the 
junction of the Dutch-Belgian-Ger- 
man frontiers, that they are at- 
tempting- to break through as they 
did In the World War and turn 
tho left wlnp of tho allied front.

them to roll the allied army back 
towards the south and bring the 
Nazis to the channel ports oppos- 
ite England.

CRO defenses.

His message was based on Sec- 


ond Timothy, 1:6, Wherefore I put 
thee in remembrance that thou 
stir up the gift of God, which 
is in thee by tho putting on of 
my hands. 


Discussing 
briefly the 
"back- 


ground" of Timothy the Rev. Mr. 
Payne said that he had good 
blood In his viens, and he added 
that the blood in our veins is the 
gift 
of God, but 
what 
we do 


with that gift is entirely within 
ourselves. The 
speaker declared 


that everybody with 
a 
normal 


mind had some talents and abil- 
ity and that if they would find 
and develop that gift their life 
would be richer.

and

plate are placed on the left. 


Table decorations 
should be 
simple. A few fresh flowers, well 
arranged, or an attractive potted 
plant should be used on the table. 
Low bowls are best. 
Fruit may 
be the centerpiece for breakfast.
